started 18 months ago, were dis- 
closed to some 100 physicians and 
research workers from all sections 
of the country. 


Announcement of the new drug's 


action was made by Dr. Andrew 
C. Ivyi cancer authority and vice 
president in charge of the profes- 
sional schools of the University of 
Illinois.

(from 
Greek 
words 
meaning 


"creator of a biological force") 
should not be called a cure.

THE SUBSTANCE, a whitish 


powder derived from the blood 
•erum of horses, was discovered 
by Dr. Steven Durovic, 46, a 
former Yugoslavian physician 


_. who came to Chicago two years 
9 ago. 
Only limited amounts of 


the substance are available for 
research purposes. 
Tests by Dr. Ivy and four other 


physicians were conducted on 22 
patients in Chicago area hospitals. 
Other tests were made on seven 
patients conducted by Dr. Z. T. 
Berkovitz of University hospital in 
New York City.

from Argentina, where he 'had 
fled when the Nazis invaded his 
native land.

DR. IVY SATO the 22 patients

cases or hao cancer which could 
not be successiully treated

Eight of the 22 patients since 


have died, but life apparently 
was prolonged in some of these 
cases. 
Dr. Ivy said that of 


the 14 still alive 12 to 17 months 
after receiving their first in- 
action of the drug, two show no 


% evidence of cancer. He reported 


the other 12 have shown "a 
moderate to marked regression 
(disappearance)" of the growths 
that were 
threatening 
their 


- lives.

Rotary Told 
Of Plans for 
New Schools 


Board Members 
Explain Cost, 
Crucial Need 
What will Dixon's proposed 


new grade school building pro- 
gram cost taxpayers in the 
Dixon school district if it is 
passed at the polls April 14? 


That important question 


was answered for Rotary club 
members Monday noon at 
Loveland Community house 
by Merton Memler and Paul 
Potts, board of education 
members. If passed, the pro- 
gram would call for the re- 
placement of North Central 
and Loveland schools. 


Potts explained the probable 


cost like this: 


"If you own a home valued at 


$10,000, it will cost you about 
$27,70 more in property taxes 
yearly to pay for the interest and 
principal on the school bonds. 


"If you now pay a personal tax 


of $50, the new schools will add 
about $6.90 to your tax bill." 


14 Per Cent 


Percentagewise, cost of the new 


school buildings would add up to an 
approximate 14 per cent real 
estate and personal property tax 
increase 'for taxpayers in school 
district 170. 


But even "with these tax in- 


creases, Dixon still would be pay- 
ing less school taxes than many 
Illinois cities, Potts explained. 


Both speakers stressed the fact 


that all taxpayers in school dis- 
trict 170 would help shoulder the 
cost of the plan, not just the resi- 
dents within the city limits of 
Dixon. 


"The whole school district would 


be benefited by the new buildings 
so it is only fair that everyone 
should help pay for it," Memler 
said. 


Explains Need 


Before Potts took the 
floor, 


Memler explained the crucial need 
for at least two new grade schools 
in Dixon. 


"At the present time, we sim- 


ply do not have the facilities for 
modern education in Dixon's grade 
schools," Memler said. 


He stressed the poor condition 


of the present buildings and the 
overcrowding that exists along 
with the dangers of ths situation. 


"The youngsters are about to 


crowd out the windows in these 
schools," Memler added. 


"This plan has been delayed 


long enough by the board of edu- 
cation," Memler said. "If it is de- 
layed any longer it is the people 
who must delay it."

Monday night. 


Pickell said there was hope in 


spite of the fact that wage and 
price controls are going to remain 
long after their present expiring 
date of June 30. 


"Congress isn't going to vote 


out price controls," Pickell said. 
"Congress didn't vote them out 
the last time. It took an order 
by President Truman to remove 
them in 1946, and that was only 
after he saw that the country was 
faced with the greatest possible 
meat shortage in its history. 


"The present situation is lot 


different from OPA during the 
war. Instead of arbitrarily slap- 
ping on a price ceiling as in 1943, 
the gentlemen of the OPS are 
meeting with leaders in labor, ag- 
riculture and industry to find out 
what true price ceilings should 
be." 


Assure Working Margin 


Pickell said that the OPS is 


trying to arrange ceilings so that 
the feeder, the packer and the 
retailer can have a working mar-

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gin. "I am sure," he said, "that 
the prices of many commodities 
will never reach the ceilings plac- 
ed by the OPS." 


Pickell told how he' has spent 


the past week in Washington in 
a series of conferences with top 
OPS leaders working out prob- 
lems of price control in regard to 
the livestock feeders. 
The con- 


ferences were arranged by Sen. 
Wherry (R-Neb) to aid the Ne- 
braska livestock feeders. 


He said that from these confer- 


ences came assurances from OPS 
leaders that the price ratio of 
corn to hogs will be raised to 
give the feeder a greater work- 
ing margin. The present ratio is 
11 to 1, but he said this may be 
raised as high as 15 to 1. 


Will Increase Hogs 


This will mean that a lot more 


farmers will increase their hog 
production, instead of decreasing 
it as was the case in 1943, he 
said. The decrease in hog pro- 
duction during the last price con- 
trol period was responsible for the 
great meat shortage that devel- 
oped. 


Contrary to the hog situation, 


Pickerell said, cattle prices are 
going to be rolled back either to 
the highest January price or the 
average January price. 


This rollback in the price of 


cattle will not be damaging, he 
said, and its going to help the 
ranchers continue to make money. 


Pickell said that in his opinion 


price controls are 
unnecessary. 


In the situation that we face to- 
day, 
he said production should 


come first and controls second.

Al Tiffany, farm commentator, 


told farmers that the old divid- 
ing line between towns and farms 
has disappeared.

Methods May Hurt 
Pig Needle Teeth 


URBANA — Some farmers like 


to clip the needle teeth of new- 
born pigs to prevent thern^ from 
biting each other or the sow's 
udder. 
But unless you do the 


job correctly, you may do more 
damage than good. 


Dr. P. D. Beamer of the Col- 


lege of Veterinary Medicine at the 
University of Illinois says the 
root may be broken and become 
infected if the teeth are clipped 
too close to the gums. Bullnose, 
which is caused by germs often 
found in manure, can result. 


This infection may be worse 


than one resulting from pigs biting 
each other. 


Dr. Beamer says only the tips of 


needle teeth should be clipped. 
Use sharp, sterile wire cutters. 


An even better way to dull 


needle teeth is with a file. You 
can blunt the points of the teeth 
with little danger of Injuring the 
gums.

UN Forces Have Shown Reds High 


Price Tag on Aggression 


It is now nine months since the North Koreans crossed 


the 38th parallel southward in the first real military aggres- 
sion of the postwar period. 


In that interval, the North Koreans have swept down to 


the Pusan beachhead, only to be caught from behind by the 
daring Allied landings at Inchon and routed. American and 
UN forces have driven the North Korean Reds north out of 
their capital at Pyongyang, toward the Manchurian border at 
the Yalu river. 


The Chinese Reds have come to the North Koreans' res- 


cue, to administer first a brief setback and then a major de- 
feat to the Allies, that sent them reeling out of North Korea, 
out of Seoul and other key Korean towns for the second 
time. 


And last, the stubborn, grizzled, seasoned Americans and 


their UN comrades have again sliced the Communist enemy 
to pieces and hurled them back from all but a small fraction 
of South Korean soil. In a few spots UN advance units are 
across the 38th into North Korea once more. 


So where do we stand? 
After nine months of see-sawing fighting, the dividing 


line between Communists and non-Communists is, roughly 
speaking, just where it was when the invasion started last 
June 25. In terms.of territory, then, the Reds have gained 
exactly nothing: 


But North Koreans and Chinese together have inflicted 


upwards of 55,000 casulties upon American forces in Korea, 
plus losses suffered by our Allies. 


They have compelled the United States and other UN 


nations to spend heavily to maintain fighting forces far from 
their homelands. The U. S. especially has paid out to the 
tune of several billions of dollars. 


If part of the Reds' purpose was to bleed us and hurt us, 


they have done. But the damage they have done us is, rela- 
tively, a small thing compared to the havoc they have 
wreaked in Korea* Except for the Pusan beachhead area, 
South Korea is a flattened, blackened shambles. Large parts 
of North Korea^ are likewise leveled. A great number of 
the 20,00,000 South Koreans are homeless and sunk in 
poverty. 


Who would pretend this is not a great price to pay for 


thus far successfully barring South Korean land to perma- 
nent Red control? It is a high price—written in blood, in 
pain and in broken hopes. 


But what the free world has gained at that cost is no 


minor triumph. The forces of freedom, rally nobly at the 
start, have shown that aggression cannot be cheaply prac- 
ticed nor its fruits easily won when liberty-loving people are 
aroused to their peril. 


But not only have the Reds failed to capture any soil for 


long; they have suffered casualties in the hundreds of thou- 
sands. Whole armies have been crushed or crippled. They 
have been stung by heavy blows whose impact has been felt 
in the shaky foundations of the fledgling Chinese Communist 
nation. And they will go on paying severely so long as they 
persist in lawless aggression. 


The lesson should not be lost on the ruthless tyrants in 


the Kremlin. Free men who understand their danger can- 
not be trampled on. If you think they can. men of the Polit- 
buro, then count your meager gains after nine months against 
them! 


Not Worth an Oscar 


When Larry Parks, the film star, frankly told congress 


he'd been a Communist in the early 1940's, he was greeted on 
many sides as little short of a hero. 


It was indeed refreshing that Parks chose to tell the 


truth. In contrast one of his fellow actors refused to divulge 
anything, and instead ranted in a manner no less unbecoming 
than the tactics of which he accused the House Un-American 
Activities Committee (tactics not recently in evidence in that 
group.) 


Certainly, too. Parks showed courage, since he may well 


have believed his film career at stake. He spoke up manfully. 
and offered the committee full, intelligent cooperation. 
- in?ut -ven allowin? for the different temper of the times 
in 1941-40, that still leaves Parks somewhat short of the Hall 
of Fame.

The Doctor Answers 


Painful Pleurisy May Yield 
To the New Germ Killers 


By EDWIN f. JORDAN, M. D. 


No one who has had an attack 


of acute pleurisy ever forgets it. 
Although it is not as painful as 
kidney stones 
or some 
other 


things, pleurisy is a most unpleas- 
ant experience and often lasts for 
quite a long time, too. 


This disorder gets its name from 


the delicate membrane which sur- 
rounds the lungs called the pleura. 
If the pleura becomes inflamed, 
which may be the result of infec- 
tion or for no apparent cause, 
there is pain felt in the chest. Also, 
there is usually a sharp dry cough 
which the victim dreads because 
it makes the pain worse. Even 
ordinary motion of the chest is 
likely to bring on sharp pains. 


An attack of pleurisy is apt to 


begin after exposure to excessive 
cold though it may come on "at any 
time. It is sometimes only one 
sign of some other disease of the 
lungs such as pneumonia. 


Even if the pain is more or less 


bearable it isn't smart to pretend 
to be big and strong and ignore 
the whole thing. Rest in bed as 
soon as possible is not only a lot 


more comfortable but a lot safer. 
And it is wise, too, to get an X-ray 
and other diagnostic tests before 
too long. 
CHRONIC STAGE 


The severe pain of acute pleurisy 


is not likely to last long under the 
proper rest and treatment, but un- 
fortunately pleurisy often has a 
tendency to become chronic. This 
can go on and on with a good deal 
of discomfort 
and 
interference 


with normal life. 


Furthermore, fluid sometimes 


gathers in the space between the 
pleura and the lungs. This may or 
may not be absorbed in time and 
sometimes it has to be removed 
with a needle. 


One good thing about pleurisy is 


that because it is usually infec- 
tious (but not catching), it some- 
times yields to the new germ 
killers.

This is one of the few great 


families in the history of the 
world. 
Bad, mounstrous, yes! 


But historically great! 


From time to time I am scold- 


ed because it seems to postmas- 
ters and ignorant high school 
principals that I am determined 
to trouble the repose of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. I doubt that 
he could be troubled by anything 
that anyone might write about 
him here. That objection is us- 
ually found in crude, abusive vox 
pop columns of our smaller cities. 
They are very earthy and often 
libelous. 
One is a jackal, a hy- 


ena, devouring the dead. One is 
insensitive to the minimum eth- 
ics of humanity. 
But one must 


go ahead, lest the historical 
truth escape. 


Think youl We have had two 


Presidents Roosevelt who served 
altogether, almost 20 years, or 
about two-fifths of the first half 
of the 20th century. 
There are 


old diehard, shamed adherents of 
Teddy Roosevelt who still insist 
that he was a great man. But 
he and Franklin had very much 
in common. 
They were dema- 


gogs; they were rich men by in- 
heritance who pretended to de- 
spise the idle rich. They both 
had a way of patronizing rugged 
people by calling them "Jim" or 
"Joe," although they were coach- 
men or gunbearers. Teddy made 
character for himself by hunting 
in the western plains when thou- 
sands of men and women still 
alive lived their daily life, rode 
ponies to school, trapped a little, 
split wood and hauled water as 
the routine of dally existence. 
Teddy made adventure and pub- 


licity of it. 
We thought him a 


very de\'il of a man because that 
was the era when Newport was 
a fantastic frivolity, and a col- 
lege man, especially from Har- 
vard, was depicted in the funnies 
as a "Cholly Voy." 
When he^ 


came back from Cuba, where he 
took a manly part in one skir- 
mish, Teddy actually wrote to 
EUhu Root that he had earned 
the medal of honor (as, of course, 
he had not) and was determined 
to get it for political use in his 
campaign to be governor of New 
York. 


This is the most disgusting 


act of immodesty by a man of 
fair renown that I have ever% 
come upon. His own son, young 
Ted, did earn, and got, a medal of 
honor posthumously. 
But, ,oh, 


what a brave he was in war! 
T. R. was, by creditable accounts 
that have come down in my pro- 
fession, a liar so cynical and 
brazen that reporters would not 
quote him without corroboration. 
And he was a blood brother of 
Elliott Roosebelt, the father of 
our own Eleanor the Great. 
ft 


They were a very rich family. 


They had livery for their foot-

Jacoby on Canasta 


How to Run* Canasta Party 


By OSWALD JACOBY 
Written for NEA Service 


"How do you go about running 


a large Canasta party or tourna- 
ment?" asks a Pittsburgh reader. 


If it's a very large tournament, 


your best bet is to get a profes- 
sional director. The nearest large 
bridge club can probably recom- 
mend somebody. It takes a lot of 
planning to arrange all the tables, 
chairs, tally cards, pencils, playing 
cards, and so forth, to say nothing 
of the tournament itself. 


If you want to run the tourna- 


ment yourself, your first question 
is how to get the players. You'll 
probably have to advertise. It's a 
g-ood idea to give the proceeds to 
a worthy local charity to attract 
players who are charity minded. 


Get supplies 
by setting 
up 


one sample table with everything 
needed for the actual tournament. 
Then multiply by the number of 
tables you need, plus some spares. 


Line up the tables in one long 


row. Label the head of the row 
"North" and the bottom of that 
row of tables "South." (Don't pay 
any attention to the actual North 
and South directions.) 


When the players arrive, assign 


half of them to North-South seats 
and the other half to East-West 
seats. Everybody in a North or 
a South seat stays put all through 
the evening. Everybody in an East 
or a West seat, however, moves 
to a different table whenever a 
change is called. 


Each table is numbered, and the 


movement of the East-West play- 
ers is from their original table to 
the table with the next higher 
number, and so on. When a player 
moves from the last table, he goes 
to table number one. 


The tournament director (or 


host) geU •verybody quist whan 


all of the players have straggled 
in. The director then announces 
how the players move, how to 
score, and so on, after which th« 
signal to begin play is given. 


During each round, the players 


at each table play just two hands 
of Canasta. Everybody starts th« 
first hand with a score of 1400 in- 
stead of zero. Hence only 50 points 
are needed' for the first meld. 
When the second hand begins, the 
first meld depends on the score 
It's usually 90 and sometimes 120 
points. 


At the end of 25 minutes, the 


director should blow a whistle 
and announce that there is time 
for only one more play by each 
player. Some tables by this time 
will have finished their two hands, 
and the players at that table will 
be chatting or otherwise passing 
the time. 


At a table that not yet fin- 


ished with both hands, each player 
makes exactly one play; after 
which the hand is scored as it 
stands, just as though the stock 
had become exhausted. 


About a minute or two after his 


warning signal, the director an- 
nounces a new round, and the 
East-West players move to the 
next table. Five or six rounds of 
play should take about three 
hours, which is considered a full 
evening's play. 


The scoring is another story. I'll 


discuss that in my next article.

Potts before Rotary members was 
the beginning of an effort by the 
board of education to bring the 
school problem to the public. 


"This is your problem as well as 


the board of education's," Memler 
stated, adding, "and we hope to 
bring this" problem before all of 
the thinking people of the school 
district." 


Plans Not Ready 


Memler said the board is now 


far enough along with plans for 
the new schools to take bids if the 
voters give their sanction to the 
plan at the election. 


Total cost of the proposed new 


buildings on Dixon's north side 
would be $1,600,000. The Loveland 
school would cost an estimated 
S640.000, while the larger North 
Central building would cost an 
estimated $960,000. A bond issue 
:o be paid off over a period of 20 
years would be floated. 


The board of education already 


has acquired property for the 
proposed new buildings. The North 


entral school would be built at 


the intersection of Morgan street 
and Sterling avenue, while the new 
Loveland school would be erected 
on a tract northwest of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and the stone quar- 
ry. 


Answer Questions 


After Memler and Potts had ex- 


plained the plans for the new 
Duildings, a sort question-answer 
session was held. 


Since both of the proposed new 


schools would be located on Dix- 
on's north side, Potts was asked 
about the condition and future of 
the south side grade schools 


'The Lincoln and South Central 


schools are in good shape," Potts 
replied. "They have been getting 
attention each year, but the north 
side has been bypassed. 


'The board hasn't felt that the 


age and general condition of the 
north side schools has warranted 
the expenditure of more money on 
them in recent years." 


Might Be Favorable 


Asked if the present time wasn't 


an unfavorable one for building, 
Potts replied that just the opposite 
might be true. 


"No one knows what the future 


holds, and with the restrictions 
now in effect on such fields as 
lome and business building, this 
might be the best time to let bids 
for these schools." 


Architect's drawings for both 


schools call for two-story L-shaped 
Duildings with facilities for com- 
munity centers. The

school would include nine class 
rooms

the whole concept of amateur 
•port for the health and entertain- 
ment of our young men.

I have had some experience with 


opposition from a political ma- 


l^hine In 1922, the Republican sen- 


atonal committee of the 35th sen- 
atonal distnct sought my defeat 
as Representative in the General 
Assen.blj I had not been a "yes 
man' as the machine desired. 
Three Republican candidates for 
representative were nominated. In 
the election I finished first because 
the Independent and Democratic 
voters as well as a lot of Republi- 
cans who liked fair play, rallied to 
i tin support The senatorial com- 


in control and their performance 
was not repeated. 


The Lee County Republican con- 


vention which endorsed Mr. Fires 
in the high-handed manner hereto- 
fore mentioned, pleaded ignorance 
as to the law which requires a 
special primary and special elec- 
tion to fill his place if he is elected 
judge, piling costs of about $8,000 
onto the already heavy burdens of 
Lee county taxpayers. Why this 
equivocation and evasion? Does 
the Republican machine in Lee 
county think all the voters are so 
dumb?

WASHINGTON, (AP) — Al- 


though it's in the midst of a na- 
tional emergency, this 82nd con- 
gress won't set any records at 
the rate it's going. 


It's supplied headlines and en- 


tertainment with its various in- 
vestigations, 
particularly 
on 


crime and the RFC. But that's 
hardly a substitute for its main 
job of passirtg major legislation. 


This congress has been in ses- 


sion almost three months—since 
Jan. 3—and hasn't passed, by 
action of both houses, one major 
item. 


Earlier this year when news 


from Korea was bad, members of 
congress clamored for action, as 
the Korean news improved, the 
ardor of congress for speed seem- 
ed to suffer a chill. 


Here's the Score 


It's been juggling some impor- 


tant stuff like a hot potato— 
troops for Europe, 
the 
draft, 


taxes—but has acted finally on 
none of them. This will give an 
idea of what's been happening: 


Here are major items on which 


there's been no final action: 


Troops for 
Europe—Senate's 


been fussing with this for months, 
is due to vote next week. This 
is the important issue of approv- 
ing U. S. troops for Europe to 
help our allies.

NEW YORK— (NEA)— The greatest single problem 


confronting humanity today is the breakdown in morality 
everywhere, but especially in government. 


Basically, it is precisely this lack of morality which is 


responsible for communism, aggression, and Russian expan- 
sionism along with all the many other political ills that afflict 
us in domestic as well as in world affairs. 


Unless our citizenry, and in 
- 


particular every one of those who 
goxern and who are charged with 
fcw enforcement get back to mor- 
M^y anil common honesty, our 
other efforts and struggles u ill be 
sterile. We will be attacking symp- 
toms rather than the disease itself.

have watched the 
Senate

Committee 


bit by bit extract from witnesses 
sordid stories of corruption in 
New York City. We plain citizens 
have resented the arrogance and 
impertinence shown before this 
committee. 
VvVe have been shocked to hear a 
City Commissioner admit to hob- 
nobbing with gangsters and re- 
ceiving in his office such loath- 
some creatures as the so-called 
"policy-king." 


We ha\e drawn the only impli- 


cations that can be drawn from 
these evil a»sociations between the 
hoodlums and high officials of a 
great city. We know that crime 
c^umot exist on a major scale or on 
o^anized or syndicated bases un- 
less there is something rotten in 
City Hall. 


But on another aspect of the 


crime and corruption 
situation 


there has been—so far as I know 
—little or no comment. I refer to 
its repercussions on our foreign re- 
lations. 


Irrespective of whether we want 


it or not the mantle of world 
leadership rests on our shoulders. 
<£. how well we wear it depends 
not merely the fate of these United 
States, but of civilization itself. 


We can only exercise that lead- 


ership successfully if we have self- 
respect and and are respected by 
and enjoy the confidence of other 
peoples. I regret to say that we 
have been losing that respect and 
confidence of other nations, which 
we formerly held. 
^Through the years I have been 
p*oud when repeatedly my foreign 
friends have remarked: "Of course 
you have some crime and corrup- 
tion in the United States, but you 
keep it at a minimum because the 
punishment is swift and sure." 


In contrast to these statements, 


of late years, these same friends, 
pointing to the revolting condi- 
tions disclosed by the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee and other 
investigations, 
have 
commented 


Sdly on our "moral deteriora- 
tion." 


One of the outstanding states- 


men of this hemisphere, a. former 
ambassador and president of his 
country, in effect told me only a 
few weeks ago: 


"The scandalous connivance of 


the police disclosed by the Brook- 
lyn Grand Jury is known through- 
out Latin America. It destroys 
your efforts to win the minds and 
rSarts of our people. If dishonesty 
among your officials continues, 
you might as well forget about the 
Voice of America and other efforts 
to keep us on your side. The mil- 
lions of dollars you are spending 
for these purposes will go down 
the drain unless you get back to 
your old system of integrity ln 
public life." 


The loss of moral prestige by 


ttje United States and its reper- 
^.ssions on others »vas vividly 
demonstrated last October, when 
a report issued by an official of 
a friendly government stated, that 
the "bankruptcy and corruption" 
existing in his country "have an 
intimate relation to the American 
example in racketeering ..." 


One of the phenomena accom- 


panying the breakdown in moral- 
ity may be stated practically as a 
Jaw of nature: Just as dictator- 
ships almost always become cor- 
rupt, 
so 
conversely 
corruption 


often leads to dictatorship. 


This happens because either the 


crooks and dishonest officials be- 
come dictators in order to continue 
stealing, or there is an armed 
revolution to throw them out. In 
the latter case the resultant chaos 
and exercise of force in turn lead 
to dictatorship. This vicious circle 
has destroyed the Roman and 
tftner civilizations and could do the 
same to ours, if we do not take 
preventive measures. 


In other words, either we must 


wipe out these mobsters and their 
political partners or we will lose 
our way of life. 


Joe Stalin, if he had planned it 


that way. could not find a speed- 
ier and surer way to defeat the 
democracies than by subsidizing 


:-e gangsters and foul politi-

Costellos, Adonises, and the rest 
of this scum, and still more the 
miserably corrupted law enforce- 
ment 
officers, 
are among the 


Kremlin's best allies. 


PerKaps, in a sense, they a 


even more dangerous than the 
spies convicted of stealing o 
atomic and military secrets, ^ter 
all, by scientific ingenuity and 
hard work we can compensate for 
these thefts, but' the loss of mor- 
ality in government will cause 
us to lose our self-respect and the 
respect and confidence of other 
peoples. 


From such a catastrophe no na- 


tion has ever recovered. 


A most important result of the
